- pourſequenyeares marriage) aſſures mee: fo that ſe⸗ 
ing neither from loue, no; hate, no2 wealth, noꝛ want 
in my ronceit, thele paſſions of ſolitarines are ſpꝛung, 
let Cory don pour olde acquaintance intreat pee to vn⸗ 
told pour griets, which it it be not in my power wholly 


to redꝛeſſe, I will indeuour to pꝛocure ſome remedy, f 
either countenance, counſell, oꝛ coyne can giue apde. 
Diſcloſe it theretoꝛe Menalcas, J am pꝛepard to heare, 
and will be as ready to aduſſe. | 
Kindely offered Corydon, replyed Menalcas : and 
well haſt thou geſt mes free from euery incommodity 
befoze named, and ſhalt be immediatly ar 
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now mp meditation ariſes : being free from ſozrowe I 
pꝛoteſt, pet full of ſuſpect, J truſt cauſeles: but when 
thou heareſt it, as thou ſhalt like,ſocounſaile me. 

A two daies ſince, when laſt Lycoris and J viſited 
ther and thy Palma, in our return home we entertaind 
a new ſeruant, plaine in condition foꝛ any thing I can 
geſſe, of body ſtrong, of wit pꝛompt, of ſpeech not al 
together rude, but exceeding Satyrical:his bꝛinging vp 
Iknow not, thence ariſes my doubt, ſeing laſt werke 
Damon, laſt peare Ly coſtes (both mp neighhoꝛs, and 
thy familliars) had by entertaignement of traglers 
ſtrange miſfoztunes . Coulde thy affaires Corydon 
permit the ſo much leyſure, J would require thy com- 
panyto conferre with him: About this time hath hee 
vnkolded his ſherpe, and thus haue J anſwered thy ſuſ- 
ped: what J doubted thou knoweſt, alt meoto be ot 
this doubt te ſolude if thou maiſt. 

To this Corydon eaſily conſented. Menalcas roſe, 
they left the Oroue and entred the plane, where Piers 
Plainnes (foz ſo was Menalcas mans name) haning 
ſet his ſhepe to fade, founde himſclfe no little wozke 
with platting wheate ſtrawe foz a ſummer bonnet , fo 
to beare off the violence of the Sunnes beames : while

As he was going on he ſpied his Paſter and Cory-= 
don at hand: wherewith leauing his ſong, he attended 
Corydons woꝛds that firſt ſaluted him in this ſoꝛt: Gad 
moꝛrow friend, well woꝛthy the name ol a ſhepheard, 
if thy ſeruice bee anſwerable to thy ſong. Il it bee not 
ſaid Piers, I de but imitate the moſt, that whatloeuer 
they lap, liue as they liſt. 

Ol them what think(t thou ſald Corydon? As they 
do of themſelues replyed Piers, and you ſuſpec of m2: 
I gelle them tobe hypocrites, which they knowetrue, 
yaudoubtto be an eve- ſeruant, wherein ye deme vn⸗ 
truely .. Thou art bery plaine with mee quoth Cory. 
don. Itannot choſeſaive Piers, foꝛ Jampliine by 
name and nature. Thou art to blunt quoth Menal- 
cas he is my honeſt friend, and kinde familiar. Paſter 
ſaid Piers how long hath be bene your familiar? This 
twenty ſwintersanſwercy Menalcas. And hath hee e⸗ 
uer ſince quath Piers bene your aſſured friend: He hath 
nid the other. Happy is Piers then to happen in ſuch a

nalcas and Corydon hearing hum ſa pleaſantly offer, 
what they onely required , willed him to deliuet as her 
thought beſt, the places bf his letulce, the perſons her 
ſ:rude with, and manner of his vſage-: He as ready to 
pertoꝛme as thep to dem ꝛunde, craude pardon to ſit be⸗ 
cauſe the taſke was long, which they willingly graun⸗ 
55. Then in an „ afreſh 
budding 
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budding thoꝛne, late they all tbꝛe dotune, and Piers ha⸗ 


uing the pꝛeheminence of the middle place, beganne as 
followeth, 


H ylenus now the ſecond time gouerneth in Thrace: 

whoſe foztunes, his Childzens, and Aeliana the 
Cretan Qutens (during my ſeuen peres ſeruice) J wil 
handle, that you map know both what Jhaue bene, 
and what the woꝛld is. 

Hylenus had two ſonnes, Celinus and Aemilius, 
and one daughter, named Rhodope : the Daughters 
birth - dap was her Mothers deathl· dap, by the trea⸗ 
cherous complot of a Perſian Hand- maid, that of p2i- 
uate grudge poyſaned the new delinered Nucene : and 
being appꝛehended, denide not the fact, fo2 which thee 
ſuffered a deferned death, 

The ſonnes were bone twinnes, about thꝛe peres 
elder than their ſiffer, Celinus ſo like Aemilius in con- 
ſtitution of bodie, and ſo vnlike in diſpoſition of mind, 
that it bzed admiration in all that knew their bzinging 
by: Aemilius being no lefſe loued fo2 his vertne, than 
Celinushatedfoz his vice. 

In the Court (and in no meane account) ſwaped a 


Noble man, named Celydon: one of his mens men 


was my maſter, a maſter to his inaſter ſo ſeruiceable, 
as no ſlaue could be moze ſubmiſſe. Cely don had the 
charge of Hylenus Hauie, hauing like wille charge of 
à Caſtle on the month ol Hebrus, to defend the entrie 
from foꝛren inuaũ on. Popular hee was and liberall, 
of King and people well belsued. 

The remiſſe dealing of Celinus dꝛew from him his 
fathers heart, who by publike ©dic pꝛoclaimed Acmi- 
lius his heir apparant, Cely don vnder whoſe imothe 
looks ambitions fire lay couered, thinking to take the 
fittel of oppoztunities, pꝛeſently vpon this Edid ſent 
fo; Celinus, and in pꝛiuate demaunds how he twke ſs 
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publike an iniurie / Who minding moze thefulfilling 
of his luſt than anie regall dignitie: made anſwere, it 
was no wꝛong to him to liue at libertie. But with 
many reaſons Celydon repꝛouing his remiſlenes,lap- 
ing open the gloꝛie of eſtate, the power to willanpe 
thing vncontrould, and ſuch like: Celinus began a lit- 
tle to giue eare, pꝛoteſting he would be Aemilius pꝛieſt 
if his kather immediately reuokd not the Edi. To 
calme this furie, yet kindle a moze vnnaturall flame, 
Celydon thus ſlily pꝛadiſde. 

It is in vaine (ſaith he) to purpoſethe ruine ol Ce- 
linus alone, ſith pour father (vtterly foꝛgetting the fol⸗ 
lies of his owne youth, exceding yours by infinite de⸗ 
gres)hath abſolutely diſpoſſeſt pou of allclatme to the 
Aingdom, naming pour ſiſter nert in ſucceſſion if Ae- 
milius die: if both he and ſhe depart illuleſle, he hath 
bequeathed the Kingdome to the election of the State. 
To this his will haue all aſſented, and Jdurſt not (bee- 
ing alone, denie to giue conſent: but how much againſt 
my will, ſhail well appeare by this that followes. To 
mozrow intends the King p2inatly to diſpoꝛt with me 
at my Caſtle builded on the banke of Hebrus, Aemi- 
lius and Rhodope with ſome ſmall traine ſhall beare 


. -  himcompanie: when they are there, weld pour Loꝛd⸗ 
. hip conſent, Celydon would ſet thecrowne of Thrace 
vpon pour head, befoze the Sunne were twice ſet. 


Would J conſent (ſaith Celinus) ? Mhy (elydon, 


what will A not da:? Shall we there murder Hyle- 


nus, no moꝛe of me meriting the name of father, be- 
ing ſo vnnaturall; Shall we ſtrangle Aemilius my 
vſurping bꝛother ?: commit Rhodope to the mercie of 
ſome rude mertenarie, that may crop the flower of her 
beautie, oꝛ dꝛag her Polixena- like toſacrifice 2 What 
will not Celinus attempt that Celydon tan ſet downe 
to reuenge an iniurie ſo notoꝛious. 

Then ſaid Cely don, let pour Highnes ſe this per- 
fozmd, 
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koꝛmd, Gather together againſt mozning the deſpera⸗ 
teſt aſſociates you can conſoꝛt your ſelfe withall, ruſh 
violently into the Pallace, bꝛeake open the Creaſarie, 
ſeaze on the dia deme and king ly oznaments, while J 
make ſure Hylenus, Aemilius and Rhodope: foz ne- 
uer ſhall Pꝛince of Thrace of his birth - right be diſpoſ⸗ 
ſelf, while Celidon hath power to lift a ſwoꝛd. 

Mith millions of thankes, and pꝛoteſtation of as 
m mie rewards, Celinus embzaces Celydon, giuing 
him the name ol father, patrone and pꝛotedoz, pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing the whole Realm ſhalbe at his direction, and thus 
this plot of conſpiracie confirmd, celinus and cely don 
part. Thus went the matters of State: now to our 
houſhold affaires,and pet no houſhold affaires neither, 
foz mp maſter kept no houſe: but be it houſe oz chamb⸗ 
er, thus it was. 

Being at my choyce of maſters, of ſundꝛie ages + 
occupations: I that had in my childhod bin experientt 
in trades, and found in few of them plaine dealing, de⸗ 
ſperate to do among them ante god, they had ſo ſmall 
delight in godnes, J left Gods bleſſing foz the warme 
ſunne: and wondꝛing what bꝛaue life it was to bee a 
Courtier, J bound mp ſelfe fo2 ſeuen pere with ons 
Thraſilio, as moth atongud Gentleman, as euer re- 
reaces Gnatho was a Paraſite. At my firſtentertain⸗ 
ment, bee told me her was a retainer to Loꝛd cely don, 


whole verie name in all the Countrey was highly re⸗ 


uerenced : but the truth was as J afoze ſaid, he retayn⸗ 
ed to Flauius a waſtfull Gentleman, belonging to ce- 
lidon: by attending on whole trencher, hee got bare 
maintenancefo; himſelfe and me, 

This Flavius vſde him as a Jeſter: fo2 if loud lyars 
be teſters, he was the ercellentſt J euer knewe. Hee 
was acquainted with none but Rings and great Cap⸗ 
taines of Armies, on whom he had beſtowed infinite 
ſummes of money toward their expences ; foz he was 
lo 
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ſowellfene in the Philoſophers ſtene, that gad was 
to him as dꝛoſſe. In ſet Empertall battells, on hoꝛſe⸗ 
backe and on fote, he had ſerud ſome thirtie times, and 
alwaies on his part attendedvictozie : his wardꝛop ? 
ie wels were without number, Theſe were hisbzags 
notoꝛiouſlie noted in Court and Citie. Yet truſt mer 
I take it he had ſome ſkill in Alchymie, fo2hee helpt 
Flauius foconnert much faire lining into fine gold: foz 
his va loꝛ, a purer coward knew J ncuer, and foz hys 
wealth, he hourely marched in the midſt of it. Jnhis 
diet he was verie ſparing, becauſehe had ſmall ſteꝛe of 
ſpare moneyto buy meate: and had not the ſcullerte at 
the Court been my beſt ambzie. I muſt either haueleft 
my mater, oz loſt my life, Mith this Bꝛaggart had 
I ſcarce ben two peres, when the conſpiracte of celi- 
nus and celydon began. 

The night befozet it bꝛake fozth,Flauiusſent wozd fo 
my maſter to pꝛouide his weapons, foꝛ next dayſhonld 
be a deſperate frap, Flauius being a pongſter of ccli- 
nus conſoꝛt. But he that had ſene the pitifull plight 
my maſter was in, whe theſe tidings of fighting tame, 
might well haue geſt his valour by his viſage: pet he 
bꝛagd it out, ſaying the pale nes of his colour came ſrõ 
the anger of his heart, and woe the quaking of hys 
ioynts onely pꝛeſaged his impatience. All that night 
had I the office of an Armoꝛer, but with his daily wea- 
ring rapier had Jmoſt ado, fo; it was almoſt two ho⸗ 
wers ere J could dꝛaw it: how well he vide it when he 
had it. you ſhall heare when time ſerues. Let vs now 
returne to ceiydon, 

Night the darke ſhzowd of enerte enill, had giuen 
courage to his deſperate abhoꝛd conſoꝛts: who beeing 
placed in the wap,x reſolued toperfozme this inſuing 
ſcratageme, celydon with ſperde poſtes to conduct the 
vnmiſderming King and his innocent Childꝛen to the 
place appoynted foz the perfection ot his deſperate 

intent: 
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tent 2 awatt in the 


Citie their time. 

That moꝛning, no ſoner did the Foꝛreſt Clearkes 
chaunt fozth their variable noates, but Hylenus, Ae- 
milius and Rhodope, ſlenderly accompanied, truſtcly 
relying on cely don, ſet fozward to his Caſtle ; and ri⸗ 
ding thzongh an edge ol Hemus, on ſodaine were vio⸗ 
lently aſſailed, their followers ſlaine, themſelnes ſur · 
pꝛuzed, the intention by cely dons owne mouth vttred, 
death ſharpe and haſtie foz them pꝛepared. Hylenus 
at this ſodaine conſpiracie amazed. ſ&ing the traitreus 
butchers pzouidedfo2 Aemilius and Rhodopes ſlaugh⸗ 
ter, thus foz a time ſtaped them from their deſperate 


And dtueliſh reſolution. 
— (ivde) the manie fauours Hylenus hath 
ſtowed o the and 


and thy fathers houſe (were J ſilent) 
— pleadmy ſoꝛreen foz this ſinne of thine, beeing 
fo much the greater, by of my exceeding lone to 
ther. Beeing in thy infancie erleſle, J of thy 
pꝛince became thy fatherly pzotectozt 
ſingof thy yeares of a pziugteman 3 haue made | 
a Pꝛince, and Pꝛoteucur of the chefeſt ſtrength of 
Thrace: andhaſtthou thus (falle celydon) requited 
all my ged:? But thou coloureſt thy vile treaſon,with 
celinus charge: whp (celydon) when was hi ſwoꝛn 
thy King what Nobles (with the) haue giuen theyꝛ 
oathestohim ? Mis leaud life, and manners laſcint- 
ous, (by the moſt of anie other noated, ard miſitked) 
dzewme tofruſtrate him of all hope to inherite. And 
is he now become thy King? wilt thou by him be ſo ſo⸗ 
dainly commanded 2 No, no cely don, celinus onely is 
thy ſhadowe, thou the intrudcr, bee thy inſtrument. 
Why delapeſt thou falſe conſpirer, ſeaze on me com- 
mit both theſe ſinnes in one, Licaon-· like murder thy 
queſt, ſo ſinne againfl the Gods of hoſpitalitic, traitoꝛ- 
likeſtabthp king, atiderpec the fitreward of creche- 
C rie: 
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ric but ſpars theſe innocents, leaſt earth no longer 
beare thy vile impietie. | 

Celydon (vending his bzowes)ruthleſly comman⸗ 


ded Aemilius and Rhodope to be ſtrangled, giuing no 


other reply to Hylenus: who ſceing repzafe of no po⸗ 
wer to pꝛeuaile, humbl:d his heroicke heart, and pzo- 
ſtrating himſelle befoꝛe Celydon, cryed out. 

Stay, ſtay, O let me once moze ſpeake to the, be⸗ 
fo2e thou lop off two ſuch bꝛaunches from my wythe⸗ 
red trunke. If not my kindnes, dignitie, and charge: 
pet let my age, humbleneſſe, and teares, intreate ther 
to ſhew pitie. Be not moꝛe ruthleſſe than things lenſ⸗ 
tefle : dꝛops of raine pierte rockie marble, let my ſho⸗ 
wers ol teares enter thy ſtonie heart. In this Mood 
T ereus rauiſht and wꝛongd Philomele, he t᷑ his ſorme 
did periſhfo2her onely rape: ifin this Wo0⁰ονã thou kili 
theſe innocente, thinkeſt thou te eſape foz ſo great an 
outrage : he was ak u but a ſubſe, his State 
ſure, thine vnlet la J ſweare tothe by the immoztal 


n childzen with like vow ſhall confirme 
ind oath, if thou exile vs together, oꝛ ſeuerall, ſo thou 


pꝛeſerue our liues, we will obſcure our States, and ne⸗ 
ner returne to Thrace, except recalled by the, Celinus, 
oz both. 

Celydon at this relenting, knowinghow religiouſ⸗ 
ly Hylenus euer regarded an oath, gaue charge they 
ſhould fo2thwith be connaped to Sea in th ſeuerall 
ſhips, and landed where the foꝛtune ofthe wind ſhould 
firſt dꝛiue them: which courteſie (though it included 
any kindneſſe) all thꝛer accepted of him verie grate- 
fully, | 

They being diſpatcht to ſea, Celydon poaſted to the 


Citie: where Celinus againſt his comming, had thus 


pla ped his pageant. 
Scarte were the King and his Compante departed 
two miles fromthe Citie, when Celinus (hauing 
thered

ſeuen yeres Prentiſhip, 
thered together a mulcitude of deſperate vnthꝛifts) ſea⸗ 
ſed violently on the ancient Nobles, ew ſome, fozced 

other to flie: and poſſeſſing hinifcife of the Regall oꝛna⸗ 
ments, pꝛoclaimed himſelfe Ring, and Celydon Pꝛo⸗ 
tectoꝛ of the Realme, 

The Citizens ſhut vp their houſes, the better ſoꝛt 
hidde their heads, onely the leaud and riotons Liners 
flocked in bands, crying out, Long line Celinus King 
of Thrace, 

To this vpſhot came Celydon with a companie. of 
app2oned ſouldiers: andloking ſtrangely at that Ce- 
linus had done, pacified the tumult with milde perſwa- 
ſions : and appoynted the fourth day following a time 
of hearing, when as Celinus ſhould either anſwere,oz 
ptelde reaſon fo2 that hee had attempted : ſtill making 
faire weather to the people, that Hylenus was onely 
withdzawen foz feare of treaſon, not vttring the effec- 
tine woꝛking cf their trecherie: foz had the Kings mi- 
ſerie _ knowen, the multitude could not haue bern 
appea 

Inthe beginning of this bzople, Flauius hadſent 
fo2 T hrafilio mp maſter : who hearing the Onſet gi- 
nen, leaſurely armed himſelfe, and by then the tumult 
was appeaſd, marching in fately equipage with hys 
two hand ſwoꝛd on his ſhoulder, his rapter on one ſide 
his piſtoll on the other, mounted the ſcaffolde (among 
other (quaring cutters) where Celinus in vie we of all 
—3— late ropally inueſted in his Regall ſtate and 
di e. 

Among other things it is not to be omitted how like 
a tall ſquire I attended my maſter, with an old Poztan 
on my head, and a iauelin in iny hand, which he a thou⸗ 
ſand times ſwoꝛe was the ſame leading itaffe that A+ 
lexander vſde in his laſt battell againſt Darius : + like 
fnongh it was of great antiquitie :foz canker and ruſt 
bad conſumde both ſubſtance and beautie. Mt 
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All weapond though we were, welcome wee were; 
and among our fellow Caualiers had the Bien venuto: 
fo: there euerie cobler was a captaine, and he that had 
but a bat on his necke, thought himſcife a commander. 
O had you ſene the miſerie in thoſe few houres of Jn- 
lurrection, with what violence the gidd ie headed people 


were carried to ill, how eaſely dillwaded from their al 


leagance, how willingly miſled no man ſcarcely knows 
ing which part to take, the multitude were dinided in⸗ 
to ſo mante parts: you might haue thought ſuch hap⸗ 


pie, which had periſhed by one mans ( woꝛd, and not li⸗ 


nedthe toꝛment of ſo manie flaughterers : fo2 in that 
bꝛoyle there periſhed ſire thouſand perſons, ſonne, fa- 
ther and kindzed, each by other mardzed, and manglod 
with manie wounds, 


As J earſt ſaid, with celydons faire ſpech the peo⸗ 


ple were ſatiſſled. Euerie man withdzew him home, 
my malker and J waiting at an inch on Flauius foz re- 
ward of our daies ſeruice and our ſupper : where mp 
maſters ieſts ſcarcely paſt currant, the companle were 


lo buſied about that bold attempt of celinus, being in 


ſuch diſgrace, the eaſie ſhutting vp of the matter by 
celydon, the abſence of the King, and ſuch other acct- 
dents. 

That night it was mp deſtinie to be delinered from 
the ſernice of Thraſilio that baſe 152aggadoche : foz 
wearied with my bluntnes (that could neither (wth his 
leaudnes noꝛ ſmothe his lying) he began to indent fo; 
ſomecrownes with Flauius ta ſell my tine. Mhat 
mond him to affect mee J knowe not well: this after⸗ 
ward he ſaid cauſed it, that he ſaw me plaine, among 
many ſothers, he needed one repꝛouer to acquaint him 


with theirſenerall-infirmities. In bzfefe, he bought 


my peares, and J was rid from the bondage both of a 
fole anda flatterer, beeing my firſf maſter in Court, 
karre wo le than ener ante J had in the c 
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he was ener begging, ſtill beggarly, pꝛying, complai- 
ning,othing,ſ! bold to accuſe,fearefull to con⸗ 
tinue accuſations: in fine he was as all flatterers are, 
the very tennis ball ol them he ſothed,to toſſe and ban- 
die with at pleaſure. 

Ol him to ſpeake moze A haue no pleaſure: to ſoꝛ⸗ 
rawfnll Hy lenus and his two childzen will Jreturne, 
ſeuered in thꝛeꝛ ſundzy Barkes, mindefull of all their 
vowes, maurnefull at their infoztunate aduenture:to 
imagine their ſeuerall paſſions paſſeth poze Piers his 


contett, the courſe of the ſtoꝛy onely will J continue: 


One winde bꝛeathed on each ſhips ſhꝛowdes wherein 
theſe infoztunate Pzinces ſailed: Befoze Crete they 
all anchozed, where the ꝙaſters of either veſſell com- 
paſſionating their ſozrows,toſhew ſome kindnes thus 
dentſed . Unknowne to either of them they were all 
in Crecelinded, Hylenus himſclfe vpon a plaine ſand, 
tbe Continent of the Ile next neighbozing was a plea⸗ 
ſant fozreſt: Emilius was ſet on ſhoze at Hydrurum, 
a Callle frontering the ſea : and pos Rhodope ſolde 
koꝛ a bonde woman to an aged ftherman vppon the 
Coaſt: This done, they laſed toward Thrace againe 
toattendcelidon their ambitious Loꝛd. > 
Jn crete at this time was Doneraigne , the ver 

ons and famous virgin Aeliana, feared and loued not 
only in the Pediterranean Regions, but in the vtmaſt 
Eaſt. admired , The managing of the Common⸗ 
wealths affaires were committed by her authozitie to 
Rhegius her naturall Unckle : A man foz bountie, 
vertue, and magnanimity,vnequalled with any neigh⸗ 
bozing Pzince . But as in earty there is no perfection 


without ſome tmpedtment, no beauty without her blc- 
miſh, ruſt fretting the pureſt ſterle, cancker the fineſt 
lilner: Do this Noble man (otherwiſefo; vertne ad» 
mirable) had ginen the rayne to one vice, which vi0- 
lently haſtned thediſqutet of the Realme, and dꝛue him 
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headlongto his deffenction: and this wag it, inceſftionf- 
lp he toned vertuous Ac had, Mathen bythtadmira- 
ble wonder of her beauty yet dutlt not vtter his afte- 
ſtion, he was ſo daunted with rrinembꝛante of hir er⸗ 
celling vertue. Now would he begin to wꝛite his paſ- 
ons, unitating Phædra when the affirmed, 

Dicere que puduit, ſcribere-inſſit Amor, 
then rend thoſe lines as open ſcandals to his honour: 
Sometimes he intended to attempt by fozce , but that 
by reaſan of her Gard he keared: another while he 
p2aciſedroaſſay by charmes, but thoſe meanes old ex⸗ 
ample hadp2oued vaine : F62 if neither Medea, cir« 
ces, no not Apollo hanſelfe, were able by incantations, 
hearbes, oꝛ ſpels, to intoꝛte liking where there was no 
loue,in vaine hee gelk his indeuoursthat way imploy- 
ed, 
No laſtly he determines ſometime while thee is 
a hunting, ( in which game Acliana pꝛintipally deligh⸗ 
ted) by ſome falſe try to traine her from her kraine and 
then in diſguiſe ol a lauage ſeaze on her, and ſo ſatiſfie 
his long deſired luſt and returne vnſulpeded to Court. 
Reſolude on this, the very day of Hy lenus and hischil⸗ 
dꝛens landing, he had intreated the Aclerne to a houſe 
of pleaſare of his inthe Foꝛreſt alſuring her hee had 
lodgde ſo Pꝛincelike game, as ſhonldbee bighly to her 
Highnes contentment. 

Aeliana eaſily conſented, and Diana-like thee furnt⸗ 
ſheth her lelfe koꝛ that dates lpoꝛt on her head the tvoze 
a Coꝛonet of oꝛientall Peatle, on it a chaplet of varia- 
ble flowers perfuming the Ayꝛe with their diners o⸗ 
do2s , thence careleſly deſcended her amber coloured 
haire, with which the winde wantoning nowe ſome⸗ 
time vntouered her frocke of white tiſſue, anone ſul⸗ 
fred the ſame to lye hidde, which then ſemedlike cleare 
Iſis when Titan deſcending, caſts his golden beames 
on her ſiluer coloured ſtreames: her Buſkhins — 


leuen yeres Prentiſhip. 
richly: w2ought like che Delphins ſpangled Caba⸗ 
zines, her Qutuer was ol Unicoꝛnes hoꝛne, her Darts 
of puozie, in one hand ſhee helde a Boare ſpeare, the o⸗ 
ther guided her Barbary Jennet, pꝛoud by nature, but 
nowe moꝛe pꝛoude, in that he carried Qatures faireſt 
woꝛke, the Gaſterne wozidschicke wonder. Dwhat 
ople added theſe faire oꝛnaments to wꝛetched Rhe gius 
kindled fire, euer minute hee countes a peare till they 
be in the wod, till he poſſeſſe his will: But foꝛ all his 
haſt, deere fell an accident, that cauſed ſome time of. 
moze pꝛotraction. 

Ona ſodaine from the Foꝛreſt edge iſſued an olde 
f man, hisſ\nowy beardconering his bꝛeaſt, his face re- 
uerend, yet repleate with apparant ſignes of ſozrowe, 
| his eyes \wolne with teares but lately ſhed, his coun- 
tenance calf downe as one diſconſclate , On him a⸗ 
boue all other Aeliana caſt a gratious eye, and cauſing 
hum tobe callednere-, aſ kt if hee were a Cretan oꝛ a 
ſtranger in that Countrep : J was ſaid he great Pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe, ſametime a Samothracian, but now of noCoun- 
| trey, beeing-wzongfullp expeld my one: In Crete 


and all Countreys a ſtranger Jam to all god foztune, 

the mappe of diſcontent, and lane of miſery, 
| Be not diſcouraged Father,ſaid Aeliana, the gods of 
| Foztune are as her ſelf fickle,of their happines no man 
| can gloꝛp till his ende: It is our vertues that in de⸗ 
ſpite of Foztune will make vs foꝛtunate. Time now 

will nat giue me leaue to make long queſtioning, but 
if in Court thou wilt content ther to leade a quiete and 
contented life, J will immediately pꝛeuide foz thy eaſe 
(> and ſafety : Ik not, bethinke ther ſpeedily of any other 
courſe, andcommaunde Aeliana, that vnder the Gods 
commaundeth Crete: Deny me thou ſhalt not one of 
theſe , fo2 in reuerence of thy Age J will do the ſome 
god ,therefoze aſke whatſoeuer thou wilt, and it ſhall 
be graunted. 
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Co tbis Hylenus (foz it was hee) replied : By this 
thy charitte, ſacred andſweet Empzeſle, thoumeriteſt 
a greater name than either by thy beauty, wiledome, 
ol iuſtice, though foz all and either of theſe thou art 
though Europe and Aſia famouſed: And it old Saga- 
nes in this diſtreſſe ſhould refuſe grace offred from one 
of ſo high dignitie, hee were bnwozthy topoſſefſe any 
god: Pleaſeth it therefoze your Highnele to appotnt 
mee ſome ſolitarp manſion, where z may meditate on 
my follies paſt, and quietly begge heauens fauour to 
bee pow2de on pou mp Patroneſſe, 3 ſhall be tarre hap- 
pier than euer I was in Court, where J haue twlong 


conuerff, 
* — tondiltended to his mute, and lent bim pꝛe⸗ 
to a ſolitary Lodge nære Hydrutum ,comman- 
er tobee taken foz his datly p2oniſion , This 
derde of charity diſpatcht, Acliana , Rhegius, and all 
-. #beir treine enter the Foꝛreſt, ſome choſe the Stagge, 
© Fome the Boare, others the Beare,all as their occaſion 
Atted at firſt ſight of game. They that were appoin⸗ 
fedfo2 rouſing the game, having done their dilligence, 
the wods ecchoed with cry of houndes, ſounding of 
hoꝛns, and hallowing cfhunters . Rhegius was pꝛo⸗ 
nided ol his ſauage ſute, and ſtill kept Aeliana compa- 
ny till the had lolt all other company , hauing a wilde 
Boare inchale whichhe percetuing,andknowing hit 
eagernes in purſute, followed ſo long till hee ſawe the 
W2athfull Boare returne and moꝛtally wounde her 
Sterde, ſo that Acliana was foꝛſt to leaue him, and 
with her darts and ſpeare, to offend him, and defend her 
ſelfe , While thus the Qutene ffrouefo2 victo2y , the 
Boarefoz life, raging. fretting, foming, whettinghis 
tuſkes onenery tree: Rhegius beſtird him to play the 
counterfet ſauage, and the inceſtuousadulterer : fitted 
in all points, dis face diſceloured, bis head with ſhaggy 
baireconered , his body cloathed in a moſſy ſute, bis 
weapon 
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weapon being ayong Dake,he ſlilypacedfothe place 
where laire Acliana fiercely contended againft this oʒ⸗ 
pedand onergrowne ſwine, There did he vnnaturally 
beholde his n#ce , and vndutifully reluſe to ayde his 
Pꝛinceſſe, nere hand ſurpꝛiſed by amoztalland mer 
cles enemp . Mer darts were allſpent,yet not vain- 
ly ſpent : But as her obſect enemy was no leſſe fierce 
than the Erimanthian Boare, ſo her foztune was 
moꝛe lucky than the maids, that among ſo manp valt- 
ant hunters dzewe firſt the blod of that beaſt, which 
Meleager tofonefozhimſelfe and his Unckles flewe, 
Foz Acliana had firmed th:& dartes in her aduerſarp, 
one moſt annoying him in the groyne, which when her 
offred to dꝛawe fwzth the Pzinceſſe with the poynt of 


her Boare ſpeare (being nowe her laſt refuge) in the * 


ſame place made a farre wyder wound: which kollor 
ing with heroicke courage, ſhe buried halfe her Caffe 10 
the body ol the beaſt, who beating his wathfaliben 
againſt the vnder earth, diſtained it with fome g blot 
and finally gaue Æliana the glozp of the conqueſt:w 
foundedthe fall, that her followers mightheare,gining 
beauens glozy foz her pꝛotedion, and treading on that 


- beade which lately aſſailed her with inffrumentes cf 


death and terroꝛ. 
Shee had ſcarce bzeathed in this new ioy, but freſh 
fearep2eſented it ſelle: Foz on a ſodaine ruſhed fozth 
this connterfetſauage , whoſe firſt ſight the moꝛe af- 
frightedher , foz that ſhee was vtterly weaponlefle to 
make defence : yet when ſhe ſaw no violence offred by 
the wilde man, but ſigns of duty, and manifeſtſhowes 
to conduct her fozth of the Foꝛreſt, thee offred to dꝛawe 
foo2th her ſpeare from the body of the deade Boare, 
which he eſpying,roughly laid hold of it himſelle. 
The Nucene thinking the ſauage had befoze time bin 
chaſed with ſuch ſtaues, (miledathis feare and let him 
kepe the ſame, and being „ eee „went 


bolvly 
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boldly whether he led her, being into the thickeſt of the 
wed, There was aſy2tng ſhaded with tries, and cir⸗ 
tled with marble , in which artificially were ſeates 
framde, naturally furniſhed with hearbs and flowers: 
To this ſpzing bꝛought the ſauage the Queene,and eft 
ſones caſting himſelf therein, ollered by ſignesto teach 
her to do the like, but when he ſawe ſhe made no ſem⸗ 
blanceof perceiuing him, he roughly begins to diſrobe 
her ropall body, and menacing her with ſterne lokes 
mingled with ſome ſtrokes he firſt puls of her Bugle, 
which ſhee had twice ſounded, and caſting her roughly 
onthe earth, makes open his vile intent to her no little 
terroꝛ. A eliana thus diſtreſt, cried to heauen foꝛ helpe, 
oftencalledfo her followers , oftner on Diana, but 
malt ſhe cried on her Unkle, inuocating his helpe, that 
ſanagely attempted hir hurt. | 
Me left Aemilius landed af Hydrutum,who inqui⸗ 
ring toward the Court, was certifiedof that royal hun⸗ 
ting in the Foꝛreſt: who deſirous to ſee the Countreys 
faſhion, got to the wode ſide with other of the people 
that went to haue aſight of Acliana their Pꝛinreſſe. 
The time being long that the people attended, Acmili- 
us walked alone into the wode, meditating on the trea / 
cherie of Celinus ; Celidon, the wꝛong his aged tather 
bimſelf 4 Rhodope ſuffred , inuotating reuenge of bea- 
nens humbly deſiring the deſtinies to fauour them in 
meeting either with other befo2e their deaths: Being 
in this contemplation, hee was vnawares ſo far in the 
wod, that which way to returne hee knewe net. The 
better part of the day he ſtrayed vp t do one, eit times 
afar oft hearing the noyſe ol hunters, but nere them he 
had no power to come. Faint he was both with trauell 
t hunger, beſide his ſoꝛrowe made him heauy. Dnthe 
ground he durſt not llerpe, leſt ſome ſauage beaff ſhould 
ſeaze on him, therefoze he climed a tree, in whoſe toppe 
when he thought to relt, he ſcant had cloled eyes when 


be 
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heeaſily heard a ſmall bugie twice ſound very nere the 
place: + liſtning againwhere it ſhould be. he in a while 
alter heard the lamentable ſhꝛeckes of Acliana, where 
with deſcending the tre, he paſſed thzough the thickeſt 
of the couert, ſtil tolo wing the voice, till he came where 
Acliana with ſtriuing bzeathles, with weping ſight- 
les, with crying voyteles, and ſozrowe ſenſeles, lap at 
the merty of an inhuman ſanage, who ſhame les of ſin, 
relentles at her intreats g ſecure by reaſon of the place, 
was now ready to diſcouer that hidden beauty, which 
had ſo long bene deſired by his beaft-like appetite, 
Aemil ius no ſoner ſet eye on this ſhame-fo2getting 
Ponfter,but he cryedout , Uſlaine attempt not to de⸗ 
floare the Nymph , but loke todefend thy ſelfe foz thy 
barbarous alſailement. Both Rhegius 4 Acliana,wer 
at this ſodaine votce ſeuerally paſſtoned, he with feare, 
the with hope, he ſtarts to his weighty ſtaffe, ſhee lifts 
vp her weeping eyes, he furionfl afſails Acmilius,ſhe 
feble , yet fernently impetrates heauens aid foz his de- 
fence. Aeniilus ſhunning ſundzy fierce blowes of Rhe- 
gius, wounded him with his ſwoꝛd ſo deep in the arme, 
that not able to hold his club, ꝝ fearing to be diſconcred, 
be flung the tree ſrom him with violence, the fury wher 
of while Aemilius ſought to ſhun, Rhegius giuing a 
great cry, beta bim to his ft : The wod being thick, 
the ſight of him was ſone loſt, 1 being doubtful what 
other company hee had at hande he lcfthimto comfozt 
the Qucen: who reuiued as it wer from a dedly trance, 
gazed on Aemilius, ſmagining him no moztal creature, 
but ſome celeſtiall power deſeerged in her delente:he on 
the other ſide admired the excellence ot her beauty, e by 
her Coꝛonet ot᷑ golde that lay nat far oft,. he thought hir 
no meane perfonage:which inſtantly deſiring to krrow 
ſhe immediately reſolude him off: and inquiring ef his 
eſtate and name, he repozted himſelle to beatraneller, 
bozne in Italie, his —_— not. 
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lith luch like parle, they come to the place where 
the Boare lay ſlaine, where Acliana diſcourſed the 
manner of his deaty, which Acaulius heard with no 
ſmall wonder. 

Piers ſaide corydon, now thouhaTridde vs of this 
feare, ſet Aelianafrœ, J would wilſhthetoremem- 
ber thy ſelle, what of thy ſelfe thou pꝛomiſedſt: Thou 
haſt pet tolde but of one Paſter , and thy newe enter⸗ 
taignement with another, Reach hither thy bottle that 
wee map dꝛinke round, Jam ſure thou muſt nerdes bee 
dꝛy with talking, when J am ſo a thirſt with hearing. 

J but ſaid Piers will pe remember me where J leaue 
in orete, els ſhall you finde me to obliuious. 

J warrant ther ſaid Menalcas, let that bee corydons 
charge, mine to put the in minde where thou leltſt in 


Thrace , celydon appointed the people within thzs 


daies to hear celinus publikely:thep wer thus paciſied, 


_ thou entertaind with Flauius the waſtful gentleman. 


True, true, quoth Piers,now wil Jp2oce> with that. 
During the thꝛer dates, the people were leaſted, the 
Theaters were fild, celydon and celinus rid though 
the ſtrerts, mony was caſt in euery coꝛner, the ſtraight 
laws of Hylenusfoz execution of iuſtice repealed,x li⸗ 
berty pꝛoclaimed to the people. At the thzee daies ende, 
the people were aſſembled, there cely don in an Oꝛati⸗ 
on opened how ſozrowfal Hylenus was that he had at⸗ 
tempted to diſinherit c elinus his ſon, howe in ſatiſfa⸗ 
ſtion, he had giuen him then liberty to take the poſlelſiõ 


therol, betaking himſelk to ſolitarp lile, and 


Aemilius i Rhodopefo celinus gouernement, « that 
it was Hylenus pleaſure to haue them accept celinu⸗ 
koꝛ their king, x himſell his P:otecto2,vnder whom they 
ſhould liue in that liberty, asfo2 the th2& ates befoze 
they had done: if not, z that they would againe infozce 
the olde king to receiue his eſtate, they ſhould bee as of 
late, ſubied to thoſe ſtrict lawes by celinus abzogated. 

Dy Then 
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Then was the chopce put fo2th; and ſuch deſire had 
they to liue at libertie, that all the multitude with one 
voyte cryed out, Line long Celinus King of Thrace, # 
honoꝛed be Cely don the King and Realmes P2otectoz, 
This maygame thus paſt, Celidonſwaied Thrace, 
celinus had the kings name, he the ſtate fo2 that which 
celinus coueted moze than anie Kingdom, was toliue 
in licentious pleſure, which now vncontrouled he gree- 
dely followed: celydon giuing him the repne, in hops 
to raign himſelfe when celinus had ouer· run himſell. 
But in this frolicke Common-wealth, who flaunt⸗ 
ed it if Flauius were not fine 2 and if he larde well, J 
mult needes ſay hee was no niggard to let others faſt. 
My ſelte was then mate with my olde maſter. Mate 
ſaid N: nay J was quarter maſter with my new: foz 
what J miſliked J had libertie to repzwone, marrythys 
was one god helpe, it ſhould be nrended at leaſure. 
Beſides me (among other nerdleſſe ſeruaunts) my 
mater kept a Baylie, as ſure a card as euer man tru⸗ 
ſted. He perſwaded my maſter to be a non-reſident on 
his lands, anda remainer at the Court: noting what 
he ſhould ſpare in houl-kerping, ſeruants and ſuch like. 
He (eaſely induced to follow ſtill the woꝛſt) courted it 
ſo long, and ſparde it ſo faſt, that the tenaunts, wont 
to be fozbozne ſometime a whole pere, now were foꝛſt 
to pay their peres rent ałoꝛe hand. Mell, how ener 
they ſighd to part with it and ſwet to get it my maſter 


and his merie companions ſwild it in and ſwoꝛe it out, 


til the cat able to pelo no moꝛe than her lain, we were 
faine to follow a new courſe. 

Our honeſt Bailie (lining Lo2d-like on my Paſters 
liuing) kound meanes to boꝛrowe foꝛ him of a freend 
ſome foure thouſand poundes woozth of ware, vppon 
plaine pawne of all his Euidences: and withall thys 
kindnes he receſued, he paid not a penie intereſt moze 

than was allowable, and the ny ſhould be return⸗

ed by two thouſandapere, each halfe pere a paiment, 
onelp alittle conſideration to the Bzoker : who was 
a pzetiepale faced ſquire, halle bzotherto our Baylie, 
that ſome two moneths befoze had ſet vp a ſhop inthe 
Cities ſubur bes, of olde ſhoes, ſtockings, and ſwoꝛds, 
the totall ſunnne ol his ſtanding ſcarce wozth ſire ſhil- 
lings eight pence, 

This bꝛogging Bꝛoker and bzoking Bally bzought 
my maſter acquainted with the merchant fozſoth (foz 
ſo they called him) that had theſe commodities to ſell, 
Hee was a man ol meane ſtature, with a ſulphurous 
face richly beſet, his eyes ſanguine, his bꝛeath ſtrong. 
his gate ſtately : foz he would ſcartely haue gone his 
ownelength in an hower he was ſo well timbered bes 


Tothis money merchant we come, (fo2 other mer⸗ 
chandiſe vſedhe none, but ſuch as bis Bꝛoker ona ſo- 
daine toke vp, to thzuſt into their hands that had nerd 
of money) ſitting he was with a pong woman by hys 
ſide : his daughter he was, laire inough though hir fa- 
ther were ill fauoured, and pꝛoud inough J am ſure ſhe 
was, as J after pꝛoued. 

At our firſt entrance we were entertained by the 
Bꝛoker, next ſaluted by hir, laſtly by him, that after a 
ſcoze of rotten coughes, found leaſure to bidde vs wel⸗ 
come. The matter was well knowen, the daughter 
was fo delinerher fathersminde, being to this effect ; 
What he was verie ſozie ſo wozſhipfull a Gentleman 
ſhould want his helpe and he not able to furniſhhim to 
his contentment wpth readie money: and ſo ſhut⸗ 
ting it vp in few wozds, the Scrinener was ſent foz,mp 
maſter paſt ouer his Deedes,and thought himlelfe ve- 
rie highly beholding to the Baylie, that had holpe him 
away with his lands. On the lenders Daughter hee 
beſtowed a cartanet of golde, crauing with her to hes 
moze acquainted, *

She that had olten been the painted flieto angle lo: 
ſuch trouts, gaue him kinde woꝛds, and offered hartie 
welcome, her father confirmd her ſperch, and the yong 
noutce my maſter was by his Baylie and the Bꝛoker 
perſwaded to gether fozhis wife, beeing her Fathers 
onely heire, a beanteous Gentlewaman, and ſo foꝛth. 
That verſe dap the pzincipall of our ware was ſolde, 
ſome eight hundzed pounds of monie made, and then 
my maſter was no ſmall fellow agen: we had maſkes 
reuels, and coſtly deuices, tofrolike with his frends, 4 
court miſtres Vrſula (foz ſo was the Murers danghs 
ter named), Beſides, Celinus was not then ol my ma- 
ſer altogether vnmindlull, but beſtowed vpon him an 
Dffice of Cuſtomage, to ſe to the tranſpozting offoz- 
bidden commodities: which helikewiſe tourned into 
— Petruſio his Baylie made ſodaine ſale 
it. 
Nile this money lafted, my maſter neuer minded 
the remnant ol his ware, till the firſt daye of paiment 
dꝛew on, and by that time the moſt part of it was wel⸗ 
nigh wozth nothing. Dur figs (fo; we had lame) were 
readie to runne about the fraile, our ſilkes had loft co- 
lour, pet had we by lilkes imall loſſe, foz we had ſmall 
toe, our pins were ruſtie, che tags of our laces cans 
kered, all our pedlerie ware being in a pititull plight, 
On our negligence the Bꝛoker layde all the fault, hee 
could not vtter it (as by all his boneſtie he pꝛateſted) to 
balfsſo much as the tenth partes pzofite : and now to 
bolſter vp Flauius pꝛodigalitie, Piers Plainnes mult be 
a Packman. 


Should J ſpend time to tell my trauels from faire to 
faire, my manie ſhozt meales, my ſhoꝛter markets, 
my care to get, my willingnesfoſaue, my weekly ac⸗ 
count to my maſter, his lender reckoning at thequar- 
ter, you would thinke J went about to pzaiſe my ſelfe, 
andtherefoze J let it paſſe, cs

Vut how cner my market went, as it tame he ſpent 


il, ſo that at the ertreameſt dap, of a thouſand pounds 
be had ſcarte ten to pay. Faire woꝛds cf the father he 
had, fairer of the daughter: but all was nothing, when 
paiment failed, Flauius was as ſure landleſſe, as mo- 
nileſſe. celinus was ſude vnto, but he ſpent {© faſt that 
now his treaſurie was dꝛawen dꝛie: and cely don by 
degrees growing greater than her, curbd him from that 
waſt which he was wont to vſe. 

Pp maſter ſeeing ſuch cold comfozf, ſued to VIpians 
daughter to ſland his frend, but ſhee was deafe on that

Neeturne to Celydon, who with the furious multt- 
tude vtterly raced the pallace of Celinus, and with- 
out pittie cruelly murdered andinhumanely maſſacred 
bis concubine sand aſlociates , among whom fell both 
Thrafilioand Flauius: the one foz an vnthzitt , the o⸗ 
ther foz a flatterer that had not their fellowes in all 
Thrace . 

Chile in this manner celydon inſulted onex ce- 
liqus miſerable eſtate, and bꝛeathed thzeatenings a- 
gainſt all his other vntaken Fanourites, pzoclap- 


ming high meede to anie one that bzonght Celinus 


either quicke oz dead, and thzeatning ſharpe death, and 
confiſcation of gods,toenerie one that ſuccoured him: 
the Senatours by aduiſeof an eloquent Dzatour , and 
reuerent Counſeller named Licoſtenes, had thus des 
tried, that ſing celydon was culpable of ſelfetrea⸗ 
fon with celmus, as ſone as his bandes of Sould(- 
ers were diſſolued , be ſhould bee publiquely executed 
in ſuch manner as foz celinushimſelfe o2dained., am 
that they wouldp2eſently diſpatch-mefengers to all 
neighbyng Nations, if bappely they might heare of 
Hylenus and his childꝛen. 

This they determined with all poſſible ſperde to 


.effect , while celydon (nothing of their intent fuſ- 


peuing) left not the rumating of celinus Palſayes, 
and tozmenting his ſeruants, till nightes darkneſſe 
denied them meanes to — — 
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But Celydon thinking himſelfe nothing ſafe till 
Celinus wer ſurpztſed, diſchargde not as yet his bands 
et ſeldiers, but ſent ſpa dy meſlexgersto-lap the Pozts 
about Hebrus, anÞccmpantes to ſearch the foꝛreſt of 
Hemus and the wates to the nert Pꝛouinces adiop⸗ 
ning: but eſpectally the Poꝛts hee ſulpected, and to the 
Hauen where my Paſter was Cuſtemer, at once 
tame Pzoclamaticn and commiſſion; that whbloruer 
hat boꝛed Celinus ſhoulde immediately as traptoʒs bee 
executed, andhe that bꝛought him fozth ſhould receiue 
a thouſand Crowncs, Celinus deffiny was ſuch to hap⸗ 
pen to that Pozt, and fo; that he pꝛe ſumed he had ſome 
intt riſt in my Baſtcr ,. as well foꝛ helping him to che 
Dffice,as alſo fo2 ſmothering many cf his offences, in 
-tranſpoztirig foꝛbiddencemmodities: and ſairg wee 
are here, teuch the faults we wil a litle that my Paſter

Pꝛinceſſe. In this he v2ged reaſons to pꝛoue Celydon 
pꝛincipall: firſt the remiſle life of Celinus(an argument 
in him ot ſmall ambition)by Celydon ſothed in ill. by 
his counſe ll diſinherited, then to this vnnaturall treſon 
antmated, and now at laſt either brought to deſperate 
flight, oz aſſured confuſton, To this he adved, the re- 
membꝛante of thoſe Citizens flaine the firſtdap of the 
conſpiracie, the feaſting of the muifitade foz thi ates 
following, the light paſſing onerof Hylenus abſence x 
bischildzen, the abuſing of Celinus ponth , his owne 
ambition to be ſole Pzotects2,concluding with the bar⸗ 
barons murder of Celinus ſeruants, This he laid open 
with ſuch effectine woozdes, mingling-his'fp&c<h with 
feares, and filling their harts with terro2,afwell by old 
erample of Murpers tyꝛannies, as pꝛe ſent inſtance of 
late perfozmed Tragedies, == — 
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one boice deſired him not onely fo aduiſe What ſhould 
be done: but allo tu leadthem, and what hovenfopned 
they would per tome. 

Licoſthenes then cauſed toute thouſand to be armed; 
and with them went to the Palace, where Celydon 
all tearieſieot᷑ that accident, was plotting which ol the 
Senatog&@rf to murder aiter Celinus death: hauing 
ſent the grenteſt number of his ſouldiers towards Pe- 
truoſis haule, wherem he heard he was kept pꝛiſoner. 
Licoſthenes cauſing the Companies to bee placed on 
each ſide of the ſtreete leading to the Pallate gate, was 
bythe Captainof Cely dons Gard demanded a reaton 
foʒ his armed appꝛoach? Who anſwered it was dnely 
to delend the Patlate and Treaſutie: ſeeing a number 
of the Commons (by ſonie turbulent perſon lirred vp) 
were gathered in the Market place, and would by no 
reaſons bee allaped, till Celmus were deliuered them: 
wilhing hun to tnfoznie Cely don, that his Pꝛincelys 
pꝛeſence wasthe only meane tu allap the people, being 
gracious in their eyes: and therefo:c had he armed the 
better ſoꝛt of citizens to be his ſtrong gard if he vouch⸗ 
cles in perſon tao pꝛontde foz the Cities ſafetie, Cely- 
don hearing of this; haſtedtoward the Market place, 
gf all other leaſt fearing Licoſthenes: who by the way 
arreſtet him of bigh treaſon, to which reſiſting, a ſmal 
ſtzirimiſh began: which with Celydons death lone en⸗ 
ded, who ſupp:efſed with many wounds, bꝛeathd fozth 
his aſpiring ſpiriteffom his bia deſiled trunke. 

Much ado there was next: mozning fo allay mute⸗ 
nies;but by the diligence of the Pagiſtrates the Peo⸗ 
ple were appeaſed: and meffengers were dilpatched to 
euerie nrighbozingKingdome, to enquire of Hylenus 
oꝛ his childzen: andthe ſea-bankes Were all about the 
toaſt ſearched fo2 the bodte of Celinus, wwhonte ol lere 
taintie they thought the ſtoꝛmie had wꝛacked. 
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gere, 


rious than the firſt 
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there, we will ende there. In the meane fime, J will 
fozward with the ſtoꝛme, wherein the Peinte Celmus 
and J wer miſerably ditreſtifoz ſome while the moun⸗ 
ting wauesheavd vs to the clouds another while funk 
vs to the depth, which euer ie moment wee accounted 
tonld be our ſepulcher. Beſide this ſea-ſtozme, hea⸗ 
nens windows were opened, powzing another ſea vp- 
pon ourheads: our oares were boꝛne ouer bond, and 
we pwze wꝛetches (like condemned perſons intde @ers 
geants hands) hurried whether violence it feife would 
dziue vs, Our chiefeſt powers were imploped, either 
to hold other faſt, leaſt the mercileſſe waters ſhuld haue 
wacht vs tromthe boate. And while we lay this intol⸗ 
ded, A yelding my ſelfeto death, he lamenting bis dei⸗ 
perate life: I was not a little comfozted, that theſemi⸗ 
ſeries made him remember his miſchieuous courſes, 
andſxke reconciliation with God, being vtterly hope- 
les to enioy ante moze the comvanie of men. 
Nothing violent can bre permanent. This ſtoꝛme 
ere moaning ceaſed, and ſome eaſe wasgiuen to aura. 
flitions: the cloudie vapoꝛs were chaſed to the South, 
and the gray Pozning bluchingly ſaluted the Sunne, 
whoſe aztent beamcs wantonned on the quiet waters. 
But thele pleaſares little comforted vs, whofainting 
with extceame lahoꝛ, had no meanes to obtame fode.. 
He that had heard the penitent Pꝛince erclafine on Ce- 
lydons perſwaſion to that vnnaturall treaſon,aſk par⸗ 
don of his wꝛonged father, iniurde bother; harmleſſe 
ſiſfer : would haue relented — in compaiifo 
nating bis grefe, i 
Thꝛer nights and two nuten toe bud along the —— 
diterrane fea, oarclefle, fodleſſe, and ſtrengthleſſe; A⸗ 
bout the mid · watch of thelaſl night, a — — 
— rocke, where ſplitting inſandey dur wether-

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ſeperated. My happie chance was ſuch,even when imp 


vitall powers werepaſt all ſenſe, to bee pzeſerued byja 
fiſherman, with whom Rhodope the Thʒacian Pztn- 
ceſſe (calling her ielle Serena) dwelt, ol him and all the 
neighbo2s dere ly beloued. At his houſe (with warme 
bzoaths and other helpes) my benummed limbs found 
feeling of life: Serena moꝛe carefully attending mefoz 
that J was of Thracc, whoſe turmopled eſtate when 
the heard of, teares fellfromhir eyes : but when J dil- 
courſedmy wzetched parting with Celinus, ſhee lunke 
to the ground, The Fiſherman,his wife, mp ſelfe with 
much ado retouered hir, who weakely lifting vp hir 
head, cryed, A haples other, haue heauens ſo little pit⸗ 
tie of thy life, that they permitted not thy penitent ſoule 
to be retonciled to thy exiled father! With that the Fi⸗ 
derman aſ kt if ſh& were daughter to a king? Noſatd 
ſher, but J was a handmaid to that haples Pꝛinces, and 
Celinus often woulde in Courtitke diſcourſes account 


me lad his ſiſter . The Fiſhermanreplied that to Aeli- 


ana thee ſhoulde bee pzeſented, if ſhe were of ſohigh a 
by2th, But Serena on hir knees beſought ſhee might 
liue ſtill in that meane eſtate, wherein as ſhe had herne 
bnetifull to bim and hir, ſo ſhe would continue: And fur- 
ther beſought they woulde giue entertainement to hir 
ſea-wzackt countriman. Both bir requeſts were gran- 
ted, and J in a ſmall boate was ſet to filh in the riuer, on 
which riuer about two miles fromthe ſea, Rhegius 
had a ſumptuous C aſtie, fozpleafure and ſtrength vn- 
matcheable in all Crete. And ſince we are in Crete: let 
vs ſhow the affaires goe there . Rhegius dua ble to 
quench his vnnaturall luſt to Acliana his kinſwoman 
and ſoueraigne:grewenutjouſty impatient at Acmilius 
kannur, fo Aeliana the Quirne graced hum with all ho⸗ 
noꝛs, and de by his demeano; obtatnedthefrendſhip of 
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bis luſt- burning loue, was one day dꝛawen by Rhe- 
giusabzoade,to whom in a groue not far fromthe ſea, 
in a thicket ſeldome frequented, Rhegius diſcouered his 
grefe, and deſired his aduiſe , There leane we him a 
while, and ſee what ſhift c elinus made to get theſhoze: 
being immediately after the ſplitting of the Boate caſt 
into the hollowe of a rocke , in which by degrees aſcen⸗ 
ding. he obtained the top of the crag,an>the tyde going 
out continued there til maming,whoſe light gaue him 
no mall comfozt., foz that he ſone diſcouered the ſhoꝛe: 
being a thicke wod within two furlongs of the rocks 
diſcent. Faint though hee were, the ſight of land gaue 
him vigoꝛ, what Coaſt it was he knew not, but inten⸗ 
ded to try, and caſting himiell into the calme water (foz 
betwerne the wode and the rocke there was a god ler, 
in ſhazt ſpace he attained the ſhoare, entered the Md, 
and finding certaine wilde frnit,rafreſht therewith his 
fainting lims . Andtoke ſome ſniall reſt vpponthe 
ground, hauing had no fleepe in thzx& daies befoze, Her 
was but newlp awaked, when Rhegius with his wie- 


ked counſeller were hard at handconferring about the 


p;actiſe touching Aemilius and Aeliana: Hisſernant 
thus adniſing ; Acmilius ſaid he, is this day a hunting 
niere pour Caſtle , and as J vnderſtand, intendeth in 
pour abſence toſe the beautye thereof . Therepour 
Honozablecultome giueth entertaignment as well to 
as fr&-bozne Cretans, and thither if you 
pleaſe will I poaſt, inuite him all night to tap , affure 
bim and his company, the Qutene within two dates 
will be there, and hath commanded him there to abide 


hir Graces comming: which graunted, in his bedde J 


will either murther him, oz commit him pꝛiloner (ſince 
Jknoty pour Honozable nature hateth murder) into 
the depe vault of your Caſtle, where hee ſhall be kept 
till the Quiene bee wenn to yeelde to your intent.

Me left Ceſinus moztally wounded in the Md:

and ſtaring Hylenus in the face, with a feeble voyce 
thus queſtiond htm: O what art thouthat recalſt from 
death, the ſonne of all miſchaunce and miſerte · Why 
thonld thyage be ptttifulito my yong yeares, that haue 
to kingly age bern cruell, and on Pꝛintely pouth ſhew⸗ 
ed no compaſſtone Hylenus better marking this diſcos 
loured man, knew hum at theſe woꝛds to bee celinus: 
wherewith abundance ol teares dewed his ſiluer hair. 
and true compaſſion toucht his pʒincety heart: indeuo⸗ 
ring both to recure htm, and knowe what accident had 
bought htm into that place and plight ? celinus as he 
was lead to the Hermitage, vttered the conſpiracie be⸗ 
twene Rhegius and Dolon xeterring his owne w2cts 
chedneſke till hee were maꝛe retrecht. As lone as Hy- 
lenus had dꝛeſled celinus wounds, and giuen him pꝛe⸗ 
cious reſtoꝛatiues, with what ſped he might hee went 
to the Court, and to the Nucene vttred the whole con- 
ſpiracie of Rhegius, Who obſeruing bis impoztunate 
loue, the Sauages aſſaitment, the abſence of Aemili- 
us,andwithallthat nert dayſhe was inuited to hir vi 
kles Caſtie, called a Connfell, befoze whom the Her» 
mit againe opened the whole plot: whereat Rhegius 
confounded,confefſedthefault, The Caſtle was ſerchf,

continued in crete, meſſengers were ſent into Thrace, 
whence ſundꝛie Robles came to attend Hylenus in his 
returne: where being lopfnlly receiued, Licoſthenes 
was honoꝛed with celydons offices, and celinus pꝛo- 
tlaimed heir apparant. Py ſelfe might in either Court
